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Decision on Petition 



This is a decision in response to the papers filed April 10, 2007, which are being treated in part 
as a renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.181 and 37 CFR 1.137(b). 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is dismissed. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is granted. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely manner to the 
final Office action mailed November 28, 2005, which set a shortened statutory period for reply 
of three (3) months. An extension of time under the provisions of 37 CFR 1 . 1 36(a) was not 
obtained. Accordingly, the above-identified application became abandoned on March 1, 2006. 
A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on June 21, 2006. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181: 

The prior petition stated the final Office action was never received. The petition was not granted 
because the failure to receive the Office action appeared to be the result of a failure by applicant 
to properly and timely change the address of record. Since the papers filed April 10, 2007, do 
not establish a request to change the address was timely filed, the petition under 37 CFR 1.181 
cannot be granted. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b): 

The instant petition requests revival of the application.

CFR 1 .137(b). Therefore, the petition is granted and the application is revived.
